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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argued that the newly cited Blasiak 
and Lebensfeld fail to make up for the deficiencies in Croft in view of Genedel because it is a completely unobvious modification (See 
Remark, page 8-10). The Examiner respectfully disagrees with the Applicant's arguments. As mentioned in the Final Office Action mailed 
on 1 1/09/2006, the device of Croft & Genedel reads on the claimed limitations except the link quality threshold is configured by a user. 
Since the concept of "a user-selected signal quality threshold" for a wireless communication device to perform a particular function is 
known in the art as shown by Blasiak (See col. 5 lines 16-30) or Lebensfeld (See fig.5 and col. 10 lines 46-65); therefore, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to apply the mentioned concept in modifying the device 
as disclosed by Croft & Genedel with a user-selected signal quality threshold for the advantage of providing a user a higher degree of 
freedom in setting up operational parameters of the device. For that reasons, the modification is completely obvious and the rejections 
are proper.. 
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
